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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. In each of the independent claims the hardness of the lay-on roll is recited as 
being 30-80. However, without specifying the particular test used to determine the numerical 
values the mere recitation of those values in the claims renders those claims somewhat 
meaningless. The hardness values apparently are measured according to JIS as in the example 
on page 6 of the description. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

4. Claim 17 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Hirayama. Note col. 
4, lines 61-65 of Hirayama wherein the roller 10 includes a surface of rubber having the hardness 
and volume resistivity claimed. The preamble of lines 2-6, "lay-on roll for a film winding. . . said 
lay-on roll" is a suggested use of the device and of no patentable significance. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 18-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Hirayama. 
The rubber surface of Hirayama is seen to have a high resistance to ozone — in any event it would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to make the surface resistant to ozone if 
desired, depending on the environment in which the roller is used, regarding claim 17. With 
respect to claim 19 the roller of Hirayama is used to press against a film material, and the 
particular pressures used for such purpose would have been an obvious design consideration to 
one of ordinary skill in the art. As to claim 20 the particular film that the roller of Hirayama is 
pressing against, whether a cellulose acylate or polyester or any other suitable material would 
also have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art. 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Lucas, Kaji et al, Miyamori et al, Hehner et al, Muller et al and Whitmore are cited to 
show various roll devices, some of which are lay-on rolls.
